The increased revenue collec- 


‘tion of ‘Lungchow and ~ the. 


enhanced ‘total. value of goods 
which have passed through ‘that 
port, whether inwards ‘or’ out- 
wards, during 1926 are to be 


‘| attributed (says the Maritime 


tistoms report) to.the severe 
Soetonles to trade on the -West 
River, on account of boycotts, 
piratical activities, and taxation, 
which caused a great part of the 
cargo destined to or coming from 
Nanning to travel by way of 
Lungchow and Tonkin, That 
this was possible wag due to the 
maintenance of order in the pro- 
vinee, and it is very likely that a 
bigger volume of trade would 
have been obtained but for 
bandit depredations — between 
Lungechow and .the Tonkin 
frontier, With regard to the 
port’s staples, during the Septem- 
ber quarter there was some 
activity in the exports of aniseed 
oil, in order to clear stocks bagore 
the . proposed cancellation of 
frontier duty reduction, but, un- 
fortunately, it did not last long, 
A special tax’ of $2 per tin having 
been imposed, a decline occuxred, 
during* the December. quarter, 
from 1,200 to only 57 piculs, when 
compared with the sarne period in 
1925. During this same quarter 
an epidemic of rinderpest caused 
all exportations of pigs and cattle 
to Indo-China to be stopped, and 
the prohibition had also an ad- 
verse effect on the trade in-hides. 

‘Mengtsz had to contend, during 
the year under review, with a 
difficult currency question and, 
during the summer months, 
with frequent interruptions 
railway . traffic in Ton- 
kin, on. account of floods. 
During the first half of 
the year Yunnan dollars had con- 
tinued to depreciate, owing to 
-over-emission . of notes by the 
Futien Bank.’ In June ‘Yunnan 
dollars stood at 880 to 100 Indo- 


‘| China piastres. Strong measures 


were put into force -by the pro- 
vincial authorities for the gradual 
restoration to parity of the Yun- 
nan currency, which brought 


| about - so sudden‘and violent a 


reaction that trade was all. but 
dislocated by it. These obstacles 
notwithstanding, the port may be 
said to have enjoyed a period of 
great activity, if not of actual 
prosperity. From ‘January to 
May the importations of cotton 
piece goods and cotton yarn were 
very active, as large orders had 
been placed . in’ Haiphong and 
Hong Kong in anticipation of pos- 
sible restrictions on the import 
trade, a measure of relief for the 
depreciated currency which was 
being. contemplated by the au- 
thorities. The importations of 
Indian yarn were further en- 
couraged by the cheap prices rul- 


ling in Hong Kong on account of 


the Canton boycott. - Moreover, a 
desire on the part of. merchants 
to exchange their accumulation of 
paper money for something less 
liable to depreciate had a - great 
influence in making the import 
trade active. It was to be fear- 
ed that the sudden. reaction in 
the Yunnan currency would have 
an adverse effect on the. piece 
goods trade, but accumulated 
stocks at Haiphong had to be dis- 
posed of, and, ‘despite railway 
interruptions, means were found 
to transport the goods into 
Yunnan. In consequence, large 
consignments of dyed pongees, 
cotton velvets and velveteens, and 
wool and cotton blankets ‘found 
their way into the province,

owing to a dull market. Sugar, 
refined and candy, has: done: well 
throughout tne year, while satis- 
factory increases are noticeable 
under artificial ' indigo, . metals, 
matches, and cigarettes, The 
decline .-in : the: importations of 
kerosene oil was due to unwilling- 
ness on, the part of the oil come 
panies to accumulate’ large 
amounts of. depreciated money 
which could not be easily remitted 
to their head offices. For this 
reason the price of the commodity 
was raised to almost prohibitive 
rates, without succeeding, how- 


ever, in reducing the demand to} 


any great extent. At the begin- 
‘ning of the year the exports of tin 
slabs were very gratifying, bandit 
interference in the mining dis- 
tricts notwithstanding, and good 
profits were made; thanks to the 
high prices ruling abroad. - Un- 
fortunately, full advantage could 
not ‘be taken of the very favour- 
able market for this commodity, 
partly because of’ railway inter- 
ruptions and partly on account of 
Government interference, and to- 
wards the end of the year the 
exports of tin began to decline. 
The total amount exported during 
1926 was 108,806 piculs, 
against’. 147,662 picula in 1926, 
Antimony regulus, for which 
there was a good demand in 
America, gave at ‘first signs of 
continuing the successes obtained 
in the previous year, but it could 
not withstand the many. obstacles 
which arose and only 317 piculs 
were exported, while 8,469 piculs 
had been exported in 1925, The 
export trade, in fact, was much 
more affected by the currency 
question than: the 
and declined generally when 
compared with the preceding 
year’s results. . :

CONSTABLE ASSAULTED.

attacking a Chinese constable with

reviously arrested her for hawk- 
Ing without a licence, was yesterday 
afternoon .convicted by Mr. R. E. 
Lindsell and sentenced, to three 
weeks’ hard labour. , : 

The woman was arrested | in 
Second Street on August 6 for ob- 
itructing the street, with bags of 
rice, and for selling the rice with- 
out a licence. Her stock in trade 
was snatched away by friends and 
the constable was. able to secure 
only a small quantity of the rice as 
‘evidence. The result was that the 
charge was not accepted and the 
woman was allowed to go... On 
‘August 9 the constable arrested an- 
other: woman in the same place for 
the same offence. Again the rice, 
scales, etc., were snatched away, 
and once more the charge failed, 
After this woman’s. release, the 
constable was threatened by oa 
younger woman that he would be 
assaulted if he went to Second| 

treet again. 

When he went to the place about 
a quarter of .an hour later, his 
helmet was knocked off by a youth 
with a bamboo pole, while simul- 
tanequaly the accused woman struck 
him one the hend with a wood chop- 
per causing a wound which had to 
be stitched at the hospital, The 
constable held on to the woman and 
blew his whistle which brought two 
other constables to the scene, and 
the accused was then taken to -the 
station. . e 

Cross-Summons. 


‘Mr. D.-McCallum who appeared 
for the defence took out a cross-~ 
summons against the constable for’ 
assault, a : 

In the witness box, the accused 
denied having agsaulted the con- 
stable, and said/ske did not know 
how the latter came by the wound 
on his hend. 
daughter had been arrested by the. 
constable on August 9 and released| 
soon after she had been taken to 
the station. Afterwards whén the! 
constable again went to Second 
Street, the daughter taunted him,| 
saying: “If {t is a reward you are* 
after why don’t you arrest a rob- 
ber?” The constable:said that he 
had authority to strike the girl if 
he wished to. ‘After more heated 
words, the constable struck the girl 
in the. witness’ presence. When 
she went to pull her daughter away, 
‘the constable, promptly seized hold 
of the witness and gave her'a good 
beating. ' 

Corroborative evidence was given 
by the daughter, who added that 
some neighbours became so incens- 
ed by the assault on her mother 
that they joined in the fight, and it 
was possible that the constable 
might have received hia wound In 
this melee, : 

Mr. McCallum: then submitted 
that if a general scuffle did’ take 
place, it would be grossly unfair. to 
make his client bear the brunt of 
the whole unfortunate affair. “He 
also contended that a slight wound 
as that on the constable’s head could 
not have been caused with the heavy 
wood chopper produced in Court, 


' Must Convict, 


Mr. Lindsell decided that'he must 
convict, as the witnesses for the 
defence had failed to give a reason- 
able explanation'as to how the con- 
stable had been wounded. | With 
regar.i to the constable’s injury, his 
Worship. pointed out to Mr. Me- 
Callum that the medical certificate 
stated that there.was an incised 
wound on the head. This, the 
Magistrate said, showed that the 
chopper, must have been used.

ee GARDEN. 


... Portamonth, July 5. : 
Amateur gardeners ‘with fruit 
trees that decline to flourish 
should take heart from the ex- 
perience of, Mr,.Owen Adames, of 
Spes Bona, Havant... ° 

He had bad luck with his apple 
and plum. trees‘for years. They 
refused to do well, so at length he 
took a spade and dug down, to 
find beneath hia garden a Roman 
villa, not far beneath the surface.

There is one section, . the 
hypocaust,. or the compartment 
where the hot water supply was

The treasures unearthed . are

intact, thumb rings, a pendulum, 
and feminine knick-knacks galore.

| LEPERARY “PIRACY.” 
To Be Stopped In || 
France. 


M, Edouard Herriot, Minister of 
Public Instruction'and Beaux Arts, 
has introduced in the French Cham- 
ber of Deputies a Bill against the 
“pirating” . of terary efforts. 
Under the-terms of his bill the 
works of writers woud be inviolate 
for 60 years after an author’s death 
and for a half-century _ thereafter 
producers and publishers must pay 
6 per cent. tax to a general fund. 


This fund, to be administered by’ 


offtcials.chosen by the State shall 
be used for the amelioration of ad- 
verse conditions among writers and 


‘artists, Article I. of the measure

“Mr. Sun Fo, Minister of Com: 
munications’ ‘of the Nationallat 
Government, at Wuhan, has written 
an article entitled “The Only Road 
of. the Nationalist: Revolution,” 
which points ' out’ that the 
Chinese Revolution {s now at 
the cross roads, and that’ the 
path it chooses to follow will 
be of vital {fmportance to” its 
future.’ Mr. Sun explains the 
menace of Fascism and Bolshevism 
in ‘China to-day, and declares that 
both should be ‘fought against, 
The only path the Revolution should 
follow, the Minister stresses, is that 
fof the. Three People Principles as 
prepared by the. Jate Dr. Sun Yat- 
stn, A translation of Mr. Sun's 
article is given below:— 

'* ." "The Only Road. 

“The Kuomintang of, China with 
forty years experience ‘has ‘its own 
principles, objects and institutions. 
It has also its own reasoning and 
plans. In a word, the Kuomintang 
has its own road to walk on. 

“The Kuomintang. of ‘China is 
the only leader: of’ the Chinese 
Nationalist Revolution, its mission 
being to lead all the oppressed 
people of China to fight a political 
battle to make, the Revolution a 
success, 

“Revolution is to break the old 
surroundings and to create new 
ones. Therefore, besides getting 
a clear conception of the things we 
want to break up, we ‘must have a 
definite plan for » construction. 
With regard. to.these two ‘points, 
the Kuomintang has ‘ long ago 
shaped its policy. 

For the destruction side, -two 
slogans have been adopted, namely 

(1) Down with Imperialism and 

(2) Down with Militarism. 

With regard to construction, the 
Kuomintang wants: to build a 
nation in accordance with the 
Three People Principles, the Prin- 
ciples of National Construction and 
the Methoda of National Construc- 
tion, os laid down: by the late 
Tsungli, ’ ' 

‘“Since its reorganisation and up 
to the present time, the ‘Kuomin- 
tang in following the Three People 
Principles Road pointed out by the 


‘Tsungli, and adopting the various 


policies and programme Jald. down 
by him, has worked: hard con- 
tinually and has never. altered the

If we walk on a* wrong 
road, we ‘will land the Chinese 
Nationalist Revolution into. hone- 
lesg difficulties. Our revolutionary

“As to whether such views of the 
Communists are right or‘wrong we 
ueed not bother now. . But are pre= 
sent conditions In China to permit 
the Communists to ‘carry’ out ‘in 
China what they did in Rusata? 

“Let us first discuss the labour- 
{ng class, China is a country ex- 
ceedingly backward. in industry, 
Modern industrial enterprises in 
China to-day.are worse than’ those 
in 'Russla before. its ‘Revolution, 
With the exception of the few for: 
elgn-owned factories: in the ‘coastal 
or river ports, Industrial enterprises 
In this country are still in the mid- 
dle ages. With modern industry 
failing ta-develop, the number of 
propertyless forms only avery 
small percentage of the population 
of the country. If the rule by the 
propertyless class and the conflict 
with the interests of the ‘other 
classes of the people must ‘be: In- 
sisted upon, then our road is not 
clear. A vivid illustration of this 
Is the change of policy. in Russia 
after the Revolution when Lenin 
advocated an allfance with the. pea- 
sants. 

“With regard ‘to the peasants, it 
must be remembered that present 
agrarian conditions in China to-day 
are also'vastly different from those 
In Russia‘ before its Revolution, 
As compared with China, Russfa 
consisted of a great area and but 
a small population. “Most of its 
land was in: the hands of a: very 
few, Iarndlorda of the nobility. 
Therefore, after the Revolution, 
satisfactory results'were realised by 
confiscating all the land and dis- 
tributing it to the peasants, In 
China, most of the peasants own 
land, There are few landlords who 
actually own over a thousand mow 
of land. Moreover, in the. various 
provinces, farming land Is little but 
population is large.. Even accord- 
ing to investigations of ‘the Com- 
munists, every peasant {n Hunan 
will only get less than three mow 
of farming. land if confiscation and 
redistribution of land {8 effected. 
It can be seen then that such re- 
distribution of land in Ching does 
not solve the problem of, the: ving 
of the farmers, 

‘ “Therefore, if. we really submit 
‘te the leadership of the Third In- 


ternational and resort to radical]: 


methods practising. the rule by 
workers. and peasants, bringing 
about a Bolshevist Terror and creat- 
Ing great changes and chaos in,so- 
elety, the result would be a re- 
actionary massacre’on a large scale.
